W, 


hen  the  Editor  asked  me 
for  my  contribution  to  this 
Yearbook,  suggesting  that  the 
theme  should  be  'making 
one's  mark'  and  that  I  might 
like  to  outline  my  achieve- 
ments of  the  past  sixteen 
years,  I  began  to  look  back  to 
1979  when  I  first  arrived  at 
Saltus  and  to  think  just  how 
much  the  school  has  changed 
in  so  many  ways  since  then. 
But  before  launching  into 
what  could  be  thought  of  as  a 
litany  of  self-congratulation,  I 
would  like  to  state  very 
clearly  that  the  accomplish- 
ments are  those  of  a  great 
many  people,  who,  in  the 
very  best  traditions  of  the 
school,  have  contributed  en- 
ergetically and  imaginatively 
to  our  progress. 

I  have  been  asked  several 
times  what  I  think  has  been 
my  greatest  achievement  at 
Saltus.  I  believe  that  it  could 
possibly  be  the  creating  of  an 
atmosphere  and  environment 
that  has  allowed  the  many 
talented  people  whom  we 
have  been  fortunate  to  have 
serve  us  the  opportunity  to 
exercise  those  talents  to  the 
betterment  of  the  school;  al- 
ways of  course  in  a  controlled 
way  and  within  the  context 
of  our  overall  aims.  Trustees, 


Parents,  Teachers,  Alumni, 
Students  and  Friends  of  the 
school  have  all  had  their  part 
to  play,  so  in  briefly  docu- 
menting  our  progress  I 
would  like  you  all  to  remem- 
ber that  it  could  only  have 
been  achieved  by  the  efforts 
of  a  great  many  people. 

One  of  my  earliest  memo- 
ries was  of  a  large  stain  on 
the  carpet  in  front  of  the 
Headmaster's  desk  that  had 
stubbornly  resisted  all  at- 
tempts to  eradicate  it.  Legend 
had  it  that  it  was  'blood',  the 
result  of  the  frequent  canings 
that  had  taken  place  there.  It 
was,  of  course,  nothing  of  the 
sort,  but  to  me  the  state  of  the 
carpet  was  symptomatic  of 
the  general  state  of  many  of 
the  older  buildings,  which, 
understandably,  had  of  ne- 
cessity to  remain  without 
maintenance  during  a  decade 
when  Saltus  was  struggling 
to  establish  itself  financially 
after  ceasing  to  be  a  grant- 
aided  school.  I  was  fortunate 
to  arrive  when  it  was  well  on 
the  way  to  completing  that 
process  and  many  of  the  later 
changes  were  therefore  much 
easier  to  accomplish. 

Fairly  quickly,  we  were 
able  to  improve  art  and  music 
in  the  school,  the  former  by 
the  addition  of  pottery,  the 


latter  by  replacing  some 
part-time  music  staff  with, 
firstly,  a  full-time  woodwind 
teacher  and  later  a  brass 
teacher.  Both  of  these  sub- 
jects are  essential  to  a  well- 
rounded  education,  and  it 
has  been  a  great  pleasure  for 
me  to  see  how  they  have  de- 
veloped over  the  years. 

A  canteen  was  also  estab- 
lished on  the  bottom  ve- 
randa, where  the  girls'  bath- 
rooms now  are,  run  by  volun- 
teer parents.  I  rather  believe 
that  the  Senior  Master  of  the 
day,  Steve,  thought  that  I  was 
pandering  to  the  boys,  but  it 
clearly  served  a  need  and 
quickly  became  very  popular, 
not  least  with  the  mothers 
who,  until  that  time,  had  to 
make  interminable  sand- 
wiches throughout  the  aca- 
demic year.  A  modern  devel- 
opment has  been  the  employ- 
ment of  the  'Trattoria'  to  pro- 
vide an  excellent  meal  ser- 
vice, still  assisted,  of  course, 
by  parents. 

Computers  were  intro- 
duced into  the  school  in  early 
1983,  sited  in  one  of  the  semi- 
nar rooms  under  the  library, 
and  a  full-time  teacher  of 
Computer  Studies  employed 
the  following  September.  We 
then  ran  courses  for  staff  and 
parents,  the  money  paid  by 
the  parents  for  instruction  en- 
abling us  to  buy  more  com- 
puters. Inevitably  there  was 
some  sadness  at  the  phasing 
out  of  Latin,  but  in  a  crowded 
curriculum  with  a  world  in 
the  process  of  being  rapidly 
transformed  by  modern  tech- 
nology, there  reaUy  was  no 
contest.  Soon  we  were  also 
using  computers  in  the  Ad- 
ministration, at  first  stand 
alone  machines,  later  a  more 
sophisticated  network. 

New  building  has  been  a 
feature  of  the  last  two  de- 
cades and  later  in  1983  we 
opened  a  new  Junior  School 
Music  and  Art  Block,  soon  to 
be  followed  by  a  larger  Com- 
puter Centre  in  the  Senior 
School  and  one  in  the  Junior 
School.  In  recent  years  we 
have  been  deeply  indebted  to 
the  Saltus  Association  for 
keeping  our  machines  up  to 
date  and  increasing  their 
number  dramatically. 

Moving  towards  our  Cen- 


tenary, we  were  the  first  ofj 
ganization  in  Bermuda  to  e 
ploy  professional  fundraise: 
from  the  U.S.,  and  with  a  tap 
get  goal  of  $750,000  and  a 
challenge  goal  of  $1,000,000, 
actually  raised  $1.6  million, 
thanks  to  the  considerable 
generosity  of  our  supporters 
The  money  enabled  us  to 
build  a  new  administration 
center,  thus  returning  the  old 
premises  to  much  needed 
classroom  space,  commence 
the  upgrading  of  our  older 
buildings,  and,  very  impor- 
tantly, set  up  an  endowment 
for  scholarships  and  bursa- 
ries. Independent  schools  in- 
evitably rely  heavily  on  dona- 
tions  for  many  of  their 
projects  and  we  have  been 
fortunate  over  the  years  in 
having  a  great  many  benefac 
tors  express  their  confidence 
in  us  in  this  tangible  way 

An  important  change  was 
moving  from  the  G.C.E.  to 
the  G.C.S.E.  examinations, 
and  with  the  help  of  training 
officers  from  the  London  & 
East  Anglia  Examing  Board 
this  was  successfully  accom^ 
plished.  These  examinations 
are  a  very  healthy  motivator 
for  staff  and  students  alike 
and  it  has  been  a  pleasure  to 
witness  the  excellent  results' 
achieved  as  a  result  of  the  ef-i 
forts  of  both  those  groups.  | 

My  biggest  disappointment 
over  the  years  was  that  the 
Professional  Studies  Course, 
a  post  G.C.S.E.  programme 
aimed  at  students  who 
wished  to  go  directly  into  lo- 
cal employment,  only  ran  for 
three  years,  low  numbers  not 
proving  economically  viable. 
It  was  an  excellent  course,  in- 
volving one  day  per  week 
spent  in  the  local  business 
community,  and  it  would 
have  been  extremely  useful 
for  a  segment  of  our  students 
today.  We  have,  in  part, 
made  up  the  loss,  however, 
by  introducing  Business 
Studies  and  Accounts  at  the 
S2  level  and  ultimately  pre- 
paring students  for  G.C.S.E. 
examinations  in  both  sub- 
jects. 

I  count  myself  fortunate  tc 
have  been  the  Headmaster  ol 
Saltus  during  the  school's 
Centenary  Year  and  have 
many  happy  memories  of  the

The  attendant  major  build- 
ing programme  costing  $5.5 
•million  has  not  only  provided 
(the  facilities  necessary  for  the 
addition  of  girls  but  has  also 
jgiven  greater  unity  to  the 
:School.  I  acknowledge  the 
debt  of  gratitude  we  owe  to 
Geoffrey  Parker  whose  con- 
stant stream  of  architectural 
Il  drawings  over  a  three  year 

period  made  it  all  possible. 
[     Caning,  of  course,  no 
i  longer  exists  at  Saltus,  having 
been  abandoned  four  years 
I  ago.  Despite  the  comment  of 
an  Old  Boy  at  one  of  our 
I  meetings  who  said  it  was  dis- 
graceful that  Saltus  had  abol- 
u.ished   'capital'  punishment. 


the  reality  is  that  we  are  none 
the  worse  for  not  having  it  in 
the  school. 

Next  September  will  see 
our  full-time  teaching  and 
administrative  staff  increase 
to  61  (38  in  1979)  with  the  ad- 
dition of  two  new  posts,  that 
of  girls'  P.E.  teacher  in  the 
Junior  Department  and  a  De- 
velopment Officer  based  in 
the  Senior  School. 

I  have  had  the  good  for- 
tune to  be  Headmaster  of  Sal- 
tus during  the  greatest  period 
of  technological  change  that 
has  occurred  at  any  time  in 
the  school's  history  to  date.  It 
has  been  demanding,  fasci- 
nating and  extremely  reward- 
ing. It  has  also  been  a  source 
of  immense  satisfaction  to  me 
that  despite  the  turbulent 
times  in  which  we  live,  we  at 
Saltus  have  had  a  very  clear 
sense  of  purpose  and  direc- 
tion: we  know  where  we 
have  been,  we  know  where 
we  are,  and  most  importantly 
of  all,  we  know  where  we  are 
heading. 

At  the  conclusion  of  each 
academic  year  for  the  past 
sixteen  years  I  have  always 
had  a  few  words  to  say  to  our 
leavers,  and  this  year,  of 
course,  I  join  them.  I  end  this 
Foreword  by  repeating  what 
I  believe  is  eternally  true  for 
all  our  leavers,  past,  present 
and  future: 


'After  you  have  left  Saltus, 
in  the  years  ahead,  many  of 
you  will  return  many  times 
over.  A  few  of  you  will  leave 
and  for  one  reason  or  another 
never  return.  But  one  fact  can 
never  change-Saltus  was  the 
beginning.  Your  time  here 
will  endure  in  vivid  memory 
for  as  long  as  you  live:  friends 
in  class  and  on  the  sports 
field,  teachers,  rooms,  build- 
ings, plays  and  concerts,  tri- 
umphs and  disappointments, 
jokes  and  fun.  As  the  years 
roll  by  you  will  think  of  these 
things  often.  When  you  do, 
however  far  from  this  mo- 
ment you  may  be  in  space 
and  time,  you  will  again  be  as 
you  are:  a  member  of  this 
family  and  a  part  of  this 
place'. 


And  from  .Mr.  Amos:- 

It  is  time,  at  the  end  of  this  ac- 
ademic year  1994-95  in  writing 
the  closing  paragraphs  of  an- 
other chapter  in  the  successful 
history  of  Saltus  Grammar,  to 
record  our  deep  gratitude  for 
the  tireless  efforts  of  the  Head- 
master, Keith  McPhee,  as  he  re- 
tires, f(jllowing  a  career  of  16 
years  exemplary  professional 
service  to  the  School  and  all  its 
constituents.  Indeed  one  can 
also  say,  service  to  Bermuda. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  the  many 
students  who  passed  through 
Saltus  Grammar  School  under 
his  headship,  are  well  equipped 
to  make  substantial  contribu- 
tions to  the  future  success  of 
both  themselves  and  Bermuda. 

It  is  impossible  in  these  few 
words  to  adequately  express  the 
long  term  benefits,  that  future 
students  at  Saltus  will  derive 
from  Mr.  McPhee's  leadership 
over  these  years.  Mr.  McPhee's 
foremost  concern  has  always 
been  providing  the  student  with 
every  opportunity  for  a  quality 
education.  I  believe  that  work- 
ing together  with  the  trustees 
over  his  career  with  Saltus,  Mr. 
McPhee  has  successfully  posi- 
tioned the  school  both  physi- 
cally and  philosophically  to 
mo\e  very  successful!}-  toward 
the  threshold  of  the  21st  cen- 
tury. This  is  how  we  will  re- 
member him  and  for  this  we  are 
deeply  grateful. 


Saltus  welcomed  in  September  its 
new  headmaster,  Mr.  Trevor  Rowell 
M.A.  (Oxon),  BPhil,  PGCE,  FRSA.  Mr. 
Rowell  had  previously  taught  at  Oa- 
kham school,  Rutland  Sixth  Form 
College,  at  Deer  Park  as  Deputy  Head 
and  then  at  Havant  College  as  Princi- 
pal. Among  his  interests  are  African 
history  and  music-in  particular  the  or- 
gan. He  stated  in  his  original  applica- 
tion that  if  appointed  to  be  Headmas- 
ter of  Saltus  it  would  be  his  aim  to  lead  a  happy  school, 
outward-looking  and  flexible  in  its  wish  to  prepare  its  pu- 
pils for  a  fulfilling  and  successful  life  in  the  next  century, 
committed  to  high  standards  in  all  it  undertook,  and  confi- 
dent in  its  values'.

When  Wyn  joined  the  staff  in  1970,  Saltus  was  a  Government  school  and  the  Preparatory  Depart- 
ment had  just  three  classes,  occupying  what  is  now  the  West  wing  of  the  Junior  School.  Wyn  was  ap- 
pointed to  teach  the  Reception  Class  and  play  the  piano  for  morning  assembly. 

During  her  first  year,  tne  decision  was  made  for  Saltus  to  'go  private'  after  much  discussion  and 
many  stormy  meetings,  which  must  have  been  disconcerting  for  the  new  teacher,  but  she  took  every- 
thing in  her  stride.  The  Prep.  Department  expanded  to  five  classes,  and  the  playing  field  was  put  out 
of  action  for  resurfacing  during  the  hottest  June  for  years.  Wyn  cheerfully  managed  to  keep  her  Class  1 
children  calm  and  collected,  even  when  no-one  could  get  cool. 

Amalgamation  with  Cavendish  came  in  1972  with  seven  classes  of  thirty.  Wyn  was  still  teaching 
Class  1,  but  in  1973  moved  to  '3T',  where  the  majority  of  boys  who  attended  Saltus  Cavendish  will  re- 
member her. 

When  it  was  decided  that  the  Prep.  Department  merited  the  appointment  of  a  Deputy  Head,  Wyn 
ihad  proved  her  ability  to  cope  with  the  most  trying  circumstances,  had  won  the  respect  of  the  other 
Staff  members,  and  was  the  obvious  choice.  Thank  you  for  your  endurance  through  those  first  three 
turbulent  years,  Wyn,  and  for  your  loyal  support  during  the  many  more  that  we  worked  together. 

Mary  Hopkins  (Ede)  1959-86 

Continuing  Mary  Hopkins'  story,  Wyn  has  now  completed  twenty  five  years  of  teaching  at  Saltus 
Prep.  The  trying  circumstances  have  not  ceased!  We  remember  the  1986  hurricane  during  which  the 
school  was  without  electricity  for  two  weeks,  and  every  tree  except  one  fell  on  the  top  playground. 
The  demolition  of  the  complete  south  bank  of  the  school  property  and  the  building  of  the  new  block 
while  we  continued  to  teach  were  memorable!  All  of  these  events  were  taken  cheerfully  in  Wyn's 
stride.  She  welcomed  our  move  to  co-education  and  enjoyed  the  company  of  her  3T  girls. 

We  are  grateful  for  her  interest  in  beautifying  the  school  grounds  with  trees  grown  from  seeds  in 
her  classroom,  and  for  the  many  pretty  potted  plants  scattered  around  the  play  areas.  The  encourage- 
ment she  gave  to  those  participating  in  the  Annual  Agricultural  Exhibitions  will  be  remembered  by 
many  students.  It  was  her  class  also  who  initiated  and  maintained  the  composting  programme  at  Cav- 
,  endish. 

Wyn,  we  shall  all  miss  you  but  wish  you  a  happy  and  healthy  retirement  in  England.

Easter  Hockey  Tour  1995

Twenty  four  girls  from  the  1st  Year  to 
the  4th  Year  accompanied  by  three  staff 
went  to  England  on  the  first  ever  Saltus 
Hockey  Tour.  The  group  travelled  to 
Gatwick  arriving  on  the  Last  Friday  of 
the  Easter  Term.  Transferring  to  mini- 
buses they  drove  to  Kenilworth  in  the 
heart  of  the  English  Midlands  arriving 
early  afternoon.  After  a  couple  of  hours 
rest  the  players  underwent  a  brief  train- 
ing session  on  the  Astroturf  pitches  at 
Bablake  School  Coventry  where  Mr. 
West  now  teaches.  Artificial  surfaces 
were  entirely  new  to  the  Saltus  girls 
who  are  used  to  the  bumpy  grass  of  Ber- 
muda's pitches. 

The  players  had  been  divided  into 
two  teams,  the  oldest  with  an  average 
age  of  ISVz  and  the  youngest  with  an 
average  age  of  14.
